Commercial paper is being absorbed 
readily by the banks.

The total number of dependents on 

the government are 4987. Of these

WILSON’S BILLS 
MADE PUBLIC. 


Measure for the Interstate 
Trade Bureau in House. 


Three Others Scheduled to 
Be Introduced Today. 


Committee at Work Drafting 
the Railroad Statute.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Four of 
the proposed bills to supplement the 
Sherman anti-trust act, suggested by 
President Wilson in his recent mes- 
sage to Congress, were made public 
tenight. One of them, the measure 
to create an interstate trade commis- 
sion, Was introduced today in the 
House by Representative Clayton, 
chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee. 

Three other measures prepared by 
the House judiciary subcommittee 
for submission and consideration by 
the full committee, were given to the 
public in accordance with the Pres!- 
dent's programme of publicity. Hear- 
ings will be held on all of them. 


SCOPE OF THE BILLS. 


The three bills to be introduced 
ee embrace the following sub- 


ts: 

Prohibition of interlocking directo- 
rates of ind corporations, rail- 
roads, banking or trust companies, to. 
be effective two years after approval. 

Definition of the terms of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act, to specifically in- 
clude within the meaning of “con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade,” every 
contract, combination in the form of 
a trust or otherwise within the mean- 
ing of the word “monopolize” certain 
definite offices, all of which would be 
prohibited, and fixing guilt upon in-| 
dividuals. 

A trade relations measure designed 
to prohibit “cut-throat” competition 
through price discriminations, dis- 
counts, rebates, territorial restrictions, 
etc., and giving to individuals injured 
by reason of anything forbidden in 
the Sherman act the right to bring 
suits in equity against corporations 
against which decrees have been ob- 
tained by the government. 4 


CLAYTON'S ANNOUNCEMENT. 


Chairman Clayton announced that 
a fourth projected measure, which 
would provide for government regu- 
lation of railroad securities, had not 
been drafted, and would be taken up 
by the House and Senate Interstate 
Commerce committees. 


M’REYNOLDS'S CONFERENCE. 


After a conference between Atty.- 
Gen. McReynolds, Senator Newlands 
of the Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee, Representative Clayton, chair- 
man, and other members of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, Mr. Clayton sub- 
mitted the measure and it was re- 
ferred to the Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee. An effort by 
Senator Newlands to introduce the 
bill simultaneously in the Senate was 
blocked by Senator Smoot, owing to 
debate on the Alaska railroad bill. 

While the President recommended 
in his message the supervision by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission of 
the issuance of railroad stocks and 
bonds, he took occasion today to em- 
phasize that this did not necessarily 
mean that past issues of securities 
would be inquired into or affected by 
the present legislation. Nor did the 
President consider that the regula- 
tion of railroad securities has any- 
thing to do with the subject of regu- 
lating stock exc Legislation 
on this subject, he explained, was not 
recommended in the Democratic plat- 
form, and he did not feel that he 
should recommend anything that had 
not been included in the platform. 

EFFECT OF BILI. 

The commission proposed by the 
bill proposed today, which would ab- 
sorb the Bureau of Corporations, and

Ir. this capacity, the commission 
would serve, in accordance with the 
suggestion of the President in his 
message, as the business agent of the 
“constitution of peace.” 

Of the five members of the body 
not more than three could be of the 
same political party. All would serve 
seven years, except at the beginning 
when the chairman would serve seven 
years and the other four commission- 
' ers three, four, five and six years, re- 
spectively. All the commissioners ex- 
capt the first chairman would be ap- 
pointed by the President, subject to 
confirmation by the Senate, and sub- 
sequent chairmen would be elected by 
the commission from among the five. 


SHERMAN ACT DEFINITIONS. 
The Sherman Act definitions bill 
would tnclude within the meaning of 


the terms “every contract,” “combina- 
tion in restraint of trade or com- 
merce,” “combination in the form of 
trusts or otherwise,”” and the word 
“monopolize” as used in the act, any 
trade combination or agreement 
which purposes: 

“To create or carry out restrictions 
in trade or to acquire a monopoly in 
any interstate trade, business or com- 
merce. 
“To limit the production or increase 
the price of merchandise or of any 
commodity. 

“To prevent competition in manu- 
facturing, making, transporting, sell- 
ing or purchasing of merchandise, 
produce or any commodity. 

“To make or enter into any ar- 
rangement, or arrive at any under- 
standing by which they, directly er 
indirectly, undertake to prevent free 
and unrestricted competition amor 
themselves or among purchasers or 
consumers in the sale, producticn or 
transportation of any commodity.” 

All such contracts would be de- 
clared unlawful, punishable by a fine 
not exceeding $5000 or imprisonment 
not exceeding one year, or by both, 
in the discretion of the court. When- 
ever a corporation is found guilty, 
under the terms of this measure, the 
Offense would be deemed to be “also 
that of the individual directors, of- 
ficers and agents of such corpora- 
tion,” who would be punished equally 
with the corporation. 

INTERLOCKING DIRECTORATE. 

The interlocking directorate bill 
would provide that after two years 
from the date of its approval, no 
person engaged as anh individual, | 
member of partnership, officer of a 
corporation in the business of manu- | 
facturing, or selling railroad cars or 
locomotives, rails, structural steel, 
mining or selling coal, or the conduct 
of a bank or trust company. shal! 
act in any capacity® as an employee 
of any railroad or public service cor- 
poration doing an interstate business. 

It would provide further, no per- 
son should, at the same time, be an 
employee in two or more banks, bank- 
ing associations, or trust companies 
which are members of any reserve 
bank operating under the provisions 
of the new currency law; and that 
no private banker or person who is a 
director tn any State bank or trust 
company, not operating under the 
new currency law, shall be eligible 
to be a director in any bank operat- 
ing under the act. 

For violations, a fine of $100 a day 
or imprisonment not exceeding one 
year, or both, ts proposed. 

The measure would further pro- 
vide that if after two years from the 
approval of the bill, any corporations 
engaged in interstate or foreign com- 
merce are found to have common di- 
rectors, that fact should be considered 
as conclusive evidence that no com- 
petition exists between them. 

“TRADE RELATIONS” 

The “trade relations” bill would 
provide that it should be deemed an 
attempt to monopolize trade or com- 
merce to discriminate in price with 
the intent to injure a competitor, pro- 
vided discrimination in price on ac- 
count of differences in grade, quality 
or quantity, or that makes only due 
allowance for difference in cost of 
transportation, should not be pre- 
vented and provided further than 
nothing in the bill should prevent 
persons engaged in selling goods from 
selecting their own customers. 

It also would provide that it would 
be deemed an attempt at monopoly 
for any person to make a sale or fix 
a price discount or rebate from such 
price on the condition that the pur- 
chaser should not deal in the goods of 
a competitor of the seller.

In all cases where any person iIn- 
jured by any person or corporation, 
because of anything forbidden under 
the act, and wh®d at the time or pre- 
vious to the institution of a suit by 
the United States, has a cause of 
action under the act.against a de- 
fendant in a suit wherein a decree 
has been obtained, the bill would 
further provide that the statutes of 
limitations applicable in such cases 
should be suspended during the pen- 
dency of the suit and not again be- 
come operative until after the date 
of the final decree. 

Any person, firm or corporation, 
would, under the bill, be entitled to 
ask and receive injunctive relief 
against threatened loss by a viola- 
tion of the act wnder the same con- 
ditions as injunctive relief is granted 
by courts of equity against threat- 
ened damage. Upon the execution 
of a proper bond and a showing that 
the danger of irreparable loss is im- 
mediate, a preliminary injunction is 
provided for.

000,000; Armour & Co., $350,000,000; 
Morris & Co., $175,000,000; the Cud- 


ahy Company, $150,000,000, and Sulz- 
berger & Sons Company .(estimated,)

| This enormous total is greater than 
the gross revenues of ten of the larger 
railroad systems of the country. The 
volume of capital required by the 
ckers to make their turnover of 
$1,155,000,000 was insignificant com- 
pared with that employed by the ten 
railroad companies to do about the 
same amount of business.

BUILDING PLAN 
AT A DEADLOCK. 


Oppose Florence Crittenton 
Home on Loma Drive. 


Site Proposed Near Clark 
Memorial Home. 


Some Objection to Two So 
Near Each Other. 


Pressure from several sources, ex- 
erted silently but powerfully, has 
halted the plan to build the Florence 
Crittenton Home on Loma drive. 
With the $60,000 donated by Mr. and 
Mrs. O. T. Johnson; an $11,500 build- 
ing site bought and paid for, and 
Plans of the proposed home com- 
pleted, the building project is in 4 
deadlock. 


Mrs. Frank Stoddard, president of 
the board of managers of the home, 
and other members assert that the 
proposed advent of the institution into 
the neighborhood on the hilltop met 
with no encouragement, but only op- 
position. 

The one-half-acre site purchased by 
the Crittenton Home is within two 
blocks of the Mary Andrews Clark 
Memortal Home. Mrs. Stoddard said 
that the Young Women's Christian 
Association, which manages the me- 
moria] home, is the principal power 
behind the protest. Property-owners 
in the nefhborhood have lined up with 
the ¥.W.C.A. 

The position of the Y.W.C.A. in 
the matter was made evident at a 
joint secret meeting of the boards of 
that institution and the Crittenton 
Home a month ago, immediately after 
there had been a public announcement 
of the purchase of the building site. 

The meeting, held at the suggestion 
of the ¥.W.C.A., lasted three hours, 
and, it is sald, had few dull moments. 
Mrs. W. J. Hole, the level-headed 
president of the association, outlined 
the position of the organization. She 
expressed the belief that the two in- 
stitutions, located in such proximity, 
would be detrimental to one another. 

MIGHT BE CONFUSED. 

Shethought that the boarders at the 
two homes might be confused by pas- 
sengers on the street cars, with em- 
barrassment to the young of 
the Clark home.

Arguments in favor of locéting the 
Crittenton Home on the proposed site 
were advanced by ex-State Senator 
H,.

In answer to the objectiong of the 
officers of the Y.W.C.A., the mem- 
bers of the Crittenton board offered to 
face the proposed home on Silver 
street, and arrange for a street car 
station that would obviate any con- 
fusion of the boarders of the two 
homes, and to call the new institution 
the Florence Crittenton “Miasion.” 
Dr. W. G. Cochran and his son, Dr.

PIONEER ARCHITECT ANSWERS

Planned Courthouse and Numerous

In their frenzied chase after money 
with which to turn the expensive 
wheels of Gov. Johnson's administra-

The “misdemeanor,” which was 
hidden until the case came before 
Judge Williams, consisted in the 
failure of Behymer to pay the State 
$50 a month for the alleged conduct- 
ing of a booking agency. 

TO CAESAR! 

Behymer pleaded not guilty to two 
things. One is the committing of a 
misdemeanor; the other, the conduct 
of a booking agency. Then he learned

‘Why Tarn Back? 


HILIPPINES ALL 
. RIGHT, HE SAYS. 


Tells of the Notable Work Done in 
the Islands Since American Occu- 
pation—Here to Interest Travelers 
in Manila Merchants’ Association 
Excursions.

“Why turn back the clock of prog- 
ress by giving the Philippines inde- 
pendence,” sald C. M. Jenkins, spe- 
cial representative of the Manila 
Merchants’ Association, yesterday. 
Jenkins, a fourteen-year resident of 
the island colonies, is here working 
up interest in excursions which the 
Manila Merchants’ Association pur- 
pose to offer to the Orient. 

“We have one of the most progres- 
sive and also one of the healthiest 
cities In the world,” Jenkins eontin- 
ved, “and it is all the result of the 
American occupation. We have 
$3,000,000 invested in docks that are 
as fine as any in the world, a sewer 
system as good as any anywhere, a 
fire department of which we are proud 
and every evidence of future growth. 

“When I first went to the islands 
Manila was a cesspool, a death trap. 
But the good work was already start- 
ed which was to reclaim the swamps 
and erect a good American city to 
front one of the finest bays in the 
world. Back-country conditions were 
in chaos even then: there was little 
or no government, and the natives 
were ignorant and squalid and un- 
clothed. 

“But patience has changed all that. 
Now Manila is the capital of a prin- 
cipality of which Americans at home 
know only too little. Education has 
made the Filipino proud of the Ameri- 
can flag. and we residents look with 
apprehension on this talk of ‘self- 
government.’ 

“Independence, self-government— 
call i¢ what you will—would be a na- 
tional calamity. We Americans out 
there believe we had a more or less 
sacred trust thrust upon us with these 
islands, and we look askance on any 
side-stepping. The English talk of 
what they have done in India and 
South Africa. Well, we have done 
more in the Philippines, and it is up 
to us to continue the work.” 

Jenkins’s work while in this coun- 
try will be to interest commercia) and 
civic bodies in the excursions which 
the Manila Merchants’ Association 
now offers four times a year from 
Seattle to Japan, China and the Phil- 
ippines. 

“Tt is the ‘boost idea’ a little 4if- 
ferent.” said Jenkins. “The Manila 
Merchants’ Association is proud of 
its city and wants to see more Amer- 
icans visit it on oriental tours. In- 
stead of telling you what we have 
done, we want you to come and see 
for yourselves. We don't ask you to 
stay, although many a young Ameri- 
can would do well to cast his lot with 
the islands.”

Immediately following 
this, King saw something wrong with 
his entry in behalf of Mrs. Wilson, 
and he filed «i application to have 
his State lien reinstated by the land 
department at Washington, and 
brought suit against Miss Compton's 
homestead rights.

health and right living. She spoke 
of the settlement work among the 
mountaineers. Ten years ago the club 
Women started the first settlement 
school; they built a model house, 
simple and sanitary, and placed a 
teacher in it who taught these isolat- 
ed people the art of civilized life. To- 
day the clubs maintain four of these 
settlement schools, which supplement 
the work of the county schools. She 
told, too, how the Tennessee club 
women put through a piece of legis- 
lative work which went into effect 
the first of this month, whereby the 
old common law of England regard- 
ing @ married woman's property 
rights is abolished and she now has 
— control over her own prop- 

y. 

Miss Ada Horner Riley of Cincin- 
nati was another speaker who a 
an impassioned plea for the less for- 
tunate of the world, for the “little 
sisters” of the strong and successful 
and cultured women of leisure. Her 
address called out spontaneous and 
long-continued applause. Miss Riley 
is a member of the Cincinnati! Wom- 
an’s Club, an organization which is 
to that city what Ebell is to our own, 
and she is a brilliant lecturer, who 
aes been heard on many platforms in

NCREMENT NOT 
YEARLY INCOME. 


TAXES DEVIED WHEN PROFITS 
ARE ACTUALLY REAPED. 


‘Treasury Rules on Im- 
portant Matter Involving Natural 
Growth of Resources Strong 
Argument for Forestry in Decision. 
Lumber Industry Affected. 


Foresters and lumbermen are re- 
ceiving with favor a decision of the 
Treasury Department in regard to the 
administration of the income tax as to 
payment of the tax on lumber. 
Recently, P. 8S. Ridsdale, secretary 
of the American Forestry Association, 
asked the department if there would 
be a tax on the value of the yearly 
growth of timber, whether ft was cut 
or not, and also whether an income 
tax would be assessed on the value 
of the timberland. 

The department replied that “the 
gain from the cutting and disposal of 
stumpage is realized in the year dur- 
ing which the timber is cut and dis- 
posed of, and that the amount re- 
ceived in excess of the cost of such 
timber is profit and should be so ac- 
counted for as income for that year.” 
Lumbermen here understand this 
decision to mean that no timber shall 
be subject to the tax until the timber 
ie cut and marketed and that then 
the profits only will be subject to the 
income tax assessment. In other 
words, all cost will be deducted before 
the tax is levied, and this will cover 
the cost of —z the timber, in- 
cluding the cost planting where 


necessary and of protecting the grow- 
ing crop from the ravage of fire and 
other depreciation. 

The claim is made that the ruling 
of the Treasury Department in the 
matter is a strong argument for for- 
estry, as it protects the lumberman in 
the growing of the timber supply, and 
exacts nothing but a share of the 
profits he makes in the business. This 
view is shared by Collector Carter and 
Supervisor Chariton, both of whom 
are in touch with the timber indus- 
tries in Southern California.

NEW RULES MADE 
FOR NEW AVIATORS. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 
NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Chenges in 
the rules governing the tests con- 


ducted by the Aero Club of America 
for aviator pilot licenses, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by the Executive 
Committee of the club, were adopted 
at the annual meeting of the Fed- 
eration Aeronautique International, to 
go into effect this month. 

One of the new requirements makes 
it necessary for an applicant to attain 
an altitule of at least 100 meters (328 
feet) in one of the test flights instead 
of fifty meters as heretofore. In 
addition to that he will, in the future, 
be required to volplane to earth from 
that minimum altitude In making his 
final landing. 

Under the old rules the applicant 
4id not have to shut off his motor 
power until just before reaching the 
ground, if he chose. ‘The ¢andidate 
no longer will have the privilege of 
combining an altitude and distance 
te@t in one flight. He will have to 
make three distinct flights, one of 
which will be confined to the altitude 
test and to the other two to cross 
country flying.

THEY NEED HEART. 

Beginning with the half-mile we 
run to stamina, courage and ease in 
covering the ground. 

The man who is just a little too 
slow to run a good quarter may turn 
out to be a crack half-miler or a fast 
miler, but when we come to the two- 
mile, we find again difference, this 
event requiring more lasting nerve 
than the other two events named. 

In the half-mile, now that the dis- 
tance is being run in such fast time, 
more depends on the start and, of 
course, a great deal depends on the 
finish, so in advising contestants re- 
garding event selection, I would say 
that to be a half-miler you must 
have fair speed, ability to stand up 
under a sustained strain of violent 
character and then be able to clap on 
@ good eprint at the finis». For these 
reasons, form has a great deal to do 
with running the half-mile, so na- 
turally the proper jogging form is 


necessary. 

Perfect balance is essential to 
good half-mile running and until the 
performer learns how to carry him- 
self in the jog form, this cannot be 
attained. 

To learn the jog form, the follow- 
ing steps are necessary. 

Keep all the swinging parts of the 
body in straight lines; that is the legs 
and arms. Do not roll the trunk 
from side to side, it is lost motion and 
will cut Into the breathing ease. 

PUT FEET STRAIGHT. 


As for the placement of the feet, 
this applies to any and all running 
form, but especially to the distance 
gnen.

FOR GOOD ROADS 


State Has Six in Hand and 
One More in Sight. 


Los Angeles Leads Counties 
on the Honor Roll, 


Successful Sale of Bonds In- 
sures Quick Work.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 22.-—A 
$5,500,000 guarantee of faith in the 
value of the State highway system 
has been furnished the State by 
twenty-nine counties that have sub- 
scribed bonds in excess of that 
amount to insure the construction 
work progressing to meet the de- 
mands of the Panama-Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition. 

The highway bonds, bearing inter- 
est at 4 per cent., and which, under 
the law, must be sold at par and ac- 
crued interest, were suffering from 
lack of a market when the Highway 
Commission appealed to the Super- 
visers of various counties. The re- 
sponse was quick, and in addition to 
$5.719.5600 in sales the commission 
now has a million dollars more in 
sight from similar sources, it is 
stated. 

In return for this co-operation the 
commission has agreed to expend the 
money within the counties financing 
the bond sales. As the State main- 
tains the highway the saving to the 
counties In maintenance in practically 
every instance will be as great in the 
first year, it is claimed, as the depre- 
ciation losses which the counties. must 
stand to make the bonds salable. The 
depreciation has averaged less than 
5 per cent. 

In a statement given out tonight 
the State Highway Commission shows 
the following subscriptions of bonds 
by counties to date:

TO FIRST TEST. 


Would-Be Builder of Tower of 
Babel Faces Angry Investors and 


The first suit to be brought under 
section 196A of the Civil Code, which 
was passed last year, making the 
father of an illegitimate child equally 
liable with the mother of the child 
for its support and education, was 
filed yesterday by Attorney Henry M. 
Hurd in behalf of Miss Margaret 
Mangliers, who alleges that I. W. 
Garner, a traveling salesman for the 
Stetson-Barret Company, is the father 


of her twin boys, born at the County 
Hospital last April. 

The new law provides that: 

“The father as well as the mother 
of an-ilegitimate child must give the 
child support and education suitable 
to his circumstances. The civil suit 
to enforce such obligation may be 
maintained in behalf of a minor ille- 
gitimate child by its mother or guar- 
dian and in such action the court 
shall have cause to order and enforce 
performance thereof the same as un- 
der sections 138, 178 and 140 of the 
Civil Code in suit for divorce by a 
wife.” 

The twin boys that were born to 
Miss Mangliers have been taken care 
of at the Florence Crittenton Home 
since their birth and are sturdy 
youngsters. It is the desire to keep 
the children with her that has 
prompted the mother to take the ac- 
tion against Garner, whom she al- 
leges is the father of the twins, Roy 
and Russel. 

Miss Mangliers is a striking blonde, 

while Garner is said to be equally 
fine-looking and both were popular 
with the set in which they moved 
until the young woman's condition 
drove her into seclusion. 
Miss Maneliers’s friends have stuck 
to her and since the birth of the twins 
has continued her occupation of 
dressmaking. 

Miss Mangliers is said to be past 30 
years of age, while Garner is close 
to 40,
